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Pope appeals to Katzir on Capucci

The Apostolic Delegate in 
Jerusalem. Msgr. William Acquin 
Carow, last night handed President 
Ephraim Katzir a letter from Pope 
Paul VI asking him to grant clemen- 
cy to Greek Catholic Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci. Capucci has just 
completed three years of a 12-year 
sentence for smuggling arms for 
terrorists from Beirut to Jerusalem. 

The letter was the last Vatican 
step in an agreed procedure that will 
lead to freeing Capucci almost Im- 
mediately. It was the first the Pope 
has dispatched to the head of state at 
his official residence in Jerusalem. 

The contents of the letter were not 
disclosed. The exchange of cor- 
respondence between the Vatican 
and Jerusalem, however, is ex- 


pected to be made public later. 

President Katzir planned to con- 
sult government circles last night. 
The release of the prelate was first 
discussed between the President and 
Premier Menahem Begin several 
weeks ago. when the latter was still 
Acting Minister of Justice. 

The Vatican has been sounding 
Jerusalem on freeing Capucci for 
some time. It was understood that 
the prelate would be deported to 
Rome where he will spend about two 
months for medical treatment. He 
will later be posted to a monastery 
outside the Middle East, it was 
reported by Vatican sources. 

The Associated Press yesterday, 
quoted an unidentified prelate at the 
Vatican as saying that the release of 
Capucci had been negotiated mainly 
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in Rome between the Israel am- 
bassador to Italy and the Vatican 
Secretariat of State over several 
months. 

The prelate said that the Pope 
yesterday had asked for Capucci 's 
release on humanitarian grounds. 

“Tbe Vatican and the Israeli 
authorities have agreed that Capucci 
will be released within 48 boon after 
(President) Katzir Is given the letter 
and will be flown to Rome,** the 
prelate said. 

He added that Capucci was in bad 
health "from prison conditions and a 
month-long hunger strike staged 
recently. He will need two or three 
months of medical treatment to 
recover"' he added,

Dayan: ‘Working paper good for us’

BEERSHEBA. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan said here yesterday 
that Israel is currently in a strong 
position and able to participate in the 
Geneva Conference without having 
conditions dictated to her — primari- 
ly because of the working paper 
agreement with the U.S. 

"If negotiations at Geneva break 
lown. we are still in a position to 
-erum home and continue living in 
.he current situation," Dayar. said. 

Speaking at ceremonies marking 
the beginning of the Ben-Gurion 
University of the Negev academic 
year, he cited several reasons for 
this strength. Israel, Dayan said, 
controls enough territory to need no 
Arab concessions to arrive at secure 


borders — unlike the case in 1948. 

Furthermore, during the last 10 
years and especially through the test 
of the Yom Kippur war. Israel has 
proven that she can live in peace 
with the Arabs in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Dayan said. 

Israel's military’ strength has led 
Egypt to assume that results will 
come only through political 
negotiations, he added, and support 
Is strong for Israel among U.S. Jews 
and the American public at large. 

But, Dayan emphasized, the 
reason which makes the others 
viable is Israel's agreement with the 
U.S. in the working paper. "Without 
it our case would be greatly weaken- 
ed and the U.S. would be hesitant to 
jeopardize itself on our behalf." 


The working paper is also impor- 
tant for Israel supporters in the U.S., 
he continued. "It enables U.S. Jews 
to demonstrate against bad 
American policies like the U.S.- 
Russlan agreement. Our supporters 
are willing to fight if our survival is 
at stake, but it Is important for them 
to appear as if U.S. interests are 
primary if the issues involved are 
not major ones.” 

University Rector Moshe Rosen, 
greeting the student body, an- 
nounced that there are 1.100 new 
students (of 4.200) at Ben-Gurion 
University this year, a number equal 
to the new students at the Technion. 
During this ninth academic year, he 
said, it expects to be empowered to 
grant doctorates in its departments 
of natural sciences and technology. 


Carter: Best opportunity ever for peace

WASHINGTON. — Declaring that 
'wc may be facing now the best op- 
portunity for a permanent Middle 
East peace settlement in our 
ifetime." President Jimmy Carter 
.old the World Jewish Congress on 
Wednesday evening that "we must 
not let it slip away." 

In an emotional appeal for "3trong 
and responsible leadership" on ail 
sides to the conflict, the President 
?utlin£d America’s current efforts to 
reconvene the Geneva peace con-" 
iervnce.TtMtera.Ung many cf the well- 
known elements of U.S. policy in the 
Middle East. 

A major portion of the ap- 


proximately half-hour speech was 
devoted to a strong reassertion of 
American support for Israel. "We 
are proud to be Israel’s firm friend 
and closest partner." Carter said, 
"and we shall stand by Israel 
always.” 

But shortly after the President 
started to address the more than 500 
dinner guests, four young men. wear- 
ing yarmuikas. interrupted with loud 
and angry shouts, accusing the 
President of "stabbing Israel in the 
back.” The four men heckled Carter 
for about one minute before leaving 
"the ballroom. 

As the men were leaving, Philip 
Klutznick. the incoming president of 
the World Jewish Congress and the 
person who introduced Carter rose 


on the dais to lead a standing ovaUon 
of the President. Clearly, nearly all 
the audience was embarrassed by 
Uie interruption. 

One heckler later told reporters 
that they were members of the 
"Benjamin Cardozo Democratic 
Club of Brooklyn." He denied that 
they were affiliated with the Jewish 
Defence League. Outside the Hilton 
Hotel about a dozen demonstrators 
protested peacefully against the 
Carter administration's policy in the 
Middle East. 

The President, who was presented 
with the Nahum Goldman, i medal for 
ef torts on behalf of human rights, did 
not appear deterred by the incident. 
To break the ice. after the four men

Cargal management blamed

RAMLE. — A committee in- 
vestigating the multi-million pound 
fire two months ago at the Cargal 
cardboard factory yesterday blamed 
the firm's management and its fire 
prevention devices for the extent of 
the blaze. 

A report prepared by the Interior 
Ministry's chief fire inspector. Alex-, 
ander Shaft r, indicated that the fire 
had been caused by an electrical 
fault, but accused the Cargal 
management of negligence and tbe 
Ayalon Fire Protection Services of 
inadequate fire-fighting equipment. 

The report said that the fire- 
detectior. systems had started too 
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late, and that the sprinkler system 
had not worked automatically. It 
also said there was no control of the 
detection system when the plant was 
not in operation. 

The committee also blamed the 
management for leaving such a 
valuable plant in the hands of only 
three watchmen, and for storing 
closely-packed flammable materials 
both inside and outside the plant. 

The Cargal fire damage has been 
estimated at hundreds of millions of 
pounds, probably the costliest con- 
flagration in the history of the State. 

-The plant was a total loss. 

The Cargal management said it 
would not comment on the Interior 
Ministry report immediately.

Thousands in Tel Aviv boo NEP

TEL AVTV. — About 25,000 to 30,000 
people demonstrated here yesterday 
on the fourth day of Hlstadrut- 
organized protests Against the 
government’s new economic policy 
(NEP i . 

The main rally, in Kikar Malchei 
Yisrael here, followed smaller 
demonstrations earlier in the day In 
Holon, Petah Tikva. Kfar Sava and 
Bat Yam. The Histadrut provided 
buses and trucks to bring workers in 
the Dan Region to the main 
demonstration. (A Tel Aviv Labour 
Council official said there are 140,000 
Histadrut members in this city and 


estimated some 80,000 of them are 
labourers.) 

Upon arrival at the large square 
the workers found dozens of placards 
protesting the government’s deci- 
sion to cut its subsidies to essentia) 
commodities and to raise the Value 
Added Tax while giving the holders 
of foreign currency various advan- 
tages. 

"We asked for a meeting with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin to 
tell him what the workers think 
about the new economic policy, but 
he refused to receive us,” the 
secretary 1 of the Tel Aviv Labour 
Council, Dov Ben-Meir, declared. 

“Boo." the crowd shouted. . 


“He doesn’t want to .tallo'to 
workers,” Ben-Meir called. The 
crowd shouted again "Boo.” 

“He talks only to property 
owners," Ben-Meir surmised. “I 
want to aak you: Have you ever 
bought dollars ?“ 

"No," the crowd shouted. 

"Do you need dollars?" he asked 
(In an obvious reference "to the 
government’s decision to abolish 
foreign currency control). 

"No,” came the answer. 

"Do you need pounds?" he con- 
tinued. 

"Yes,” they shouted. 

"But do you have pounds?" the

Mixed responses to strike call

The Histadrut call for strikes 
against the government's new 
economic policy evoked mixed 
responses, with many groups of 
workers striking across the country, 
but major groups such as bank 
employees and Histadrut Kupat 
Holim employees resisting the strike 
call. 

Bank Leu mi. Bank Hamizrachi, 
and some branches of Bank Discount 
and the Histadrut-owned Bank 
Hapoaiim were open in the morning, 
despite previous plans by most of 
them to remain closed. 

The stock exchange, whose tran- 
sactions are mainly handled, by 
banks, functioned normally, with the 
start of trading delayed by about an 


hour because some brokers turned 
up late for work. 

The strike at Kupat Holim 
hospitals and clinics was also far 
from complete. The sick fund's 
spokesman said 80 per cent of the 1,- 
200 clinics were open, many with 
reinforced staffs. Special emergency 
medical centres were opened in 
areas where clinic staff struck. 

About 20,000 workers in Net&nya 
■truck for half a day, with a third of 
them demonstrating at the Histadrut 
headquarters yesterday morning. 

However, employees of the 
Netanya and Ramat Gan 
municipalities refused to strike, as 
did employees of Tadlran in Petah 
Tikva. Elite in Ramat Gan and Coca 
Cola in Bnei Brak. 


Beit Shean workers held a protest 
assembly In which they con- 
gratulated Minister of Immigrant 
Absorption David Levy, a resident of 
the town, for the stand he took 
against the government's new 
economic policy. Be was the only 
minister to oppose the policy. 

Workers In Eilat and Kiryat 
Malachl also struck for several 
hours; cargo workers at Ben-Gurion 
Airport struck for 24, hours. The 
Mlgdal Haemek Labour Council said 
6,000 of 7,000 labourers in the town 
signed a petition against the new 
policy. 

Some Haifa workers struck for two 
to four hours yesterday, and Kiryat

TED AVIV. — Likud leaders 
charged yesterday .that the 
histadrut. had launched a 
“demagogic"; campaign against 
the government’s new economic 
policy In order to restore the 
Alignment's power. 

* The accusation was made as the 
acrimony between the. two sides 
reached a new high. Prime. Minister 
Menahem Begin 's characterization, 
on Wednesday night, of the 
Hlstadrut’s attacks on the NEP as 
“neo-Bolshevik in tone," was 
denounced yesterday by the Labour 
Party spokesman as "McCarthylat" 

Next week the government — 
through the Information Centre — 
and the coalition parties — will open 
a campaign to counter the Histadrut 
strikes and demonstrations.. 

Another epithet was thrown Into 
the argument yesterday -by Acting 
Finance Minister Yigal Hurvitz. 
Speaking in a radio interview, he 
charged the Alignment with haying 
organized a "civil semi- rebellion” 
against the government. 

The alternatives before the coun- 
try were two, Hurvitz said. “Either 
we let the economy head towards 
collapse, or we get -our workers to 
compete with those in Germany, 
Holland and Denmark.” 

Begin's use of the term 
"Bolshevism" was also attacked by 
Histadrut Secretary General 
Yeruham Mesh el, who called the 
remark a threat to trade union rights 
and freedom of expression. 

Addressing the Labour caucus of 
Histadrut convention delegates at 
the Kfar Hamaccabla Hotel In 
Ramat Gan, Meshel denied that the 
Histadrut protest, campaign was 
a political action. Its only purpose 
was to warn the government against 
taking unilateral measures likely to 
seriously affect wage-earners* living 
standards. 

Labour Party' chairman Shimon 
Peres, speaking at the same forum 
asked how Begin dared to say he had 
a more democratic mandate than 
Meshel. The Likud won only 35 per 
cent of the Kness$t poll, while the 
Labour Alignment led by Meshel 
took 57 per cent of the Histadrut vote 
only a month later, he said. 

Peres charged that the Likud wish- 
ed to turn the Histadrut into a'Wing 
of government. He. said -that the 
latest government steps had 
highlighted the ideological

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Tax stays on night-clubs

.The Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday decided to remove saJea 
tax from driving-instruction, rental 
of halls far family festivities, and in- 
surance of electrically-operated 
appliances. 

But It rejected an original 
Treasury recommendation to cancel 
the tax as well on night-clubs and 
swimming pools. This came after 
committee member Shlomo Lorlncz 
(Agudat Ylsrael) objected on moral 
grounds to exempting the night- 
clubs. 

(However, swimming pools that 
charge less than XLA5 for entry re- 
main exempt from sales tax.) 

Meanwhile, Bank of Israel gover- 
nor Arnon Gafny last night said that 
the new economic policy must be 


complemented by a restrictive 
budget, a tight monetary policy and 
a restrained wage policy. 

Answering questions on Army 
Radio. Gafny reiterated that the 
Bank of larael had intervened in the 
foreign exchange market only 
minimally, to prevent undue 
exchange- rate fluctuations. The new 
policy was to some extent deter- 
mined by social and political con- 
siderations, he explained, and its im- 
plementation must take these into 
account. 

I Gafny agred with government 

■ spokesmen, in saying that the refo r m 
need not necessarily reduce real 
wages. However, he added that these 
had anyway gone up in the 12 months 
ending In July by 4.5 per cent com- 
pared with the preceding 12 months.

— Sales of merchandise 
at pre-NEF (new economic policy) 
prices — as long as these supplies of 
goads last — have been announced ' 
by various stores. 

One of the pacesetters la Shekem, 
whose spokeswoman, Miriam Tau, 
said the goods will include coffee, 
chocolates, textiles, linen, winter 
clothing and stoves. 

Meanwhile, the Klstadrut's Cen- 
tral Consumer Authority and the 
, Israel Consumers Council are busy 
fielding complaints from consumers 
over unfair prices on goods. 

A majority of complaints concern 
cigarettes and cooking oil, both 
marked with the old price — on the 
tax stamp for the cigarettes, on the 
label for the oil. The consumers com- 
plain they are being charged the new 
higher price. The authority stressed 


that the public should not pay a 
higher price than listed on the com- 
modity, except for the additional 
four per cent VAT. 

Mrs. Ada Gilan, head of the 
authority, claimed that the price of 
coffee had been raised too much. It 
shouldn't have gone up more than 10 
to 15 per cent, she said, not 25 to 30 
per cent. 

The Fruit Marketing Board 
together with Tnuva have lowered 
the prices of bananas and avocados. 
Bananas will sell in chain stores at 
IL8.50 Instead of ELS. 80. The price of 
avocados was not announced. 

The Ministry of Agriculture is en- 
couraging establishing mobile 
hypermarkets to supply vegetables 
and fruits packaged and pre- 
weighed direct from the farm to the 
consumer In an effort to lower their 
prices. 


‘Israelis should curb wage demands’

The board of directors of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund thinks that 
excessive wage demands by workers 
in Israel should be curbed, for they 
might endanger the whole new 
economic policy, according to Bank 
of Israel sources. 

The IMF board, which convened 
on Tuesday In Washington, welcom- 
ed the far-ranging liberalization of 
exchange rates introduced by the 
reform, the sources added. Within a 


few weeks, the Fund will give con- 
crete expression to its support for 
the government's economic policy 
and will send a delegation to Israel to 
.discuss an expanded credit 
framework, the sources said. 

The delegation will reportedly dis- 
cuss the coordination of Israel's 
economic policies for the next year 
with the IMF. The board members 
from Canada, West Germany, Den- 
mark and the U.S. congratulated the 
Israel government for its "im- 
pressive and courageous" policy, the 
sources said.

CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat called yesterday for setting up 
a "working committee" to draw up 
an agenda, and make real 
preparations, for the Geneva Middle 
East Peace Conference. 

Otherwise, Egypt will not take 
part, in the peace talks, slated to be 
held next month, he said. 

Speaking to Egyptian journalists 
who accompanied him on a flight 
back from Saudi Arabia, Sadat said: 
"We will not take part in the Geneva 
conference unless preparations, real 
preparations, are made." 

"This means that a working com- 
mittee should be set up to draw up 
the topics which will be discussed, - 
with the agreement of Arab coun- 
tries and the United States," Sadat 
a aid. 

The president's visit to Saudi 


Arabia which, he said, resulted in 
"strategic coordination" with the 
oil-rich kingdom, was the last stop in 
a six-day tour, which earlier took 
him to Rumania and Iran. 

Sadat did not explain his call for a 
"working committee" more fully. 
But in earlier statements he made in 
Bucharest, he complained that 
current preparations for the Geneva 
conference centre on procedure, 
rather than substance. 

Sadat said his tour produced "ex- 
cellent results." 

In Bucharest, President Nlcolae 
Ceauseecu "shed light on some Im- 
portaht-and obscure matters," Sadat 
said. The Egyptian President earlier 
confirmed Ceausescu was acting as 
a mediator in the Middle East con- 
flict.

January, Kissinger said that this 
was a fact of life, and had "nothing 
to do with" any possible assurances 
or promises of such a future state. 
"It is Inherent in the logic of the 
situation'," he said. 

Kissinger, speaking before the 
closing meeting of the World Jewish 
Congress here, issued a five-point 
recommendation, one of which was 


Ms opposition to -a Palestinian state. 
He said that he has "always 
believed" this to be true. 

At the beginning of Ms address, 
Kissing er said that when he had left 
office he had elated publicly that he 
would not speak out on the Middle 
East for one year, to give the new 
Admin istration an opportunity to 
acMeve progress without excessive 
domestic criticism. 

Speaking slowly and emotionally, 
Kissinger said that all Jews years 
for peace, for "no people has suf- 
fered bo much from Its absence." He 
said that “all Jews know that is 
times of crisis and frustration, they 
can easily become the targets of pop- 
ular emotions and they, therefore, 
feel it is in their deepest interest that 
they must not be seen as the cause of 
international difficulties."

Lebanese workers join 
Kiryat Shmona strikers 


High Court grants order nisi 
to Shatta murder informer 


KIRYAT SHMONA Utim). — 
Lebanese villagers employed in 
Galilee industries joined a four hour 
strike here yesterday, held under the 
auspices of the Kiryat Sbmona 
Labour Council and local works com- 
mittees. 

Lebanese labourers who work In 
places that do not employ any 
Israelis did not strike, saying that 
they have no intention of getting In- 
volved In Israeli economic matters. 
Those that did strike did so on the in- 
struction of the works committees in 
their plants. 

Ary eh Gurel, director-general of 
the Labour Ministry, said in a visit to 
the Good Fence near Metulla that 
Lebanese labourers have been paid a 
total of ILl5m. in the 15 months they 


have been working In Israel. One 
thousand Lebanese, 550 of them 
women, are currently employed 
here. 

Gurel heard complaints of 250 
Lebanese workers that their salaries 
are insufficient as they buy most 
products In Israel. He promised that 
the salaries will be adjusted to fit 
their qualifications and that they will 
also get the same wage compensa- 
tion Israeli workers will get. 

The Lebanese also complained that 
they are being overcharged by 
drivers taking them from their 
villages to work and asked that the 
Labour Ministry arrange for Egged 
to transport them to work and back. 
But Gurel said that he did not think 
this was possible at present.

Police investigating possible 
theft of hospital donations

TEL AVIV. — Police are In- 
vestigating charges that up to ILS5,- 
000 in donations raised for a local 
hospital by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce here have disappeared. 

Among those questioned are Yoel 
Fucbs, former Chamber president 
and Stale Do tan, a member of the 
club’s committee set up to in- 
vestigate the disappearance of the 
funds. 

Fuchs claims he was removed 
from office after demanding an in- 
vestigation into the disappearance of 
some of the proceeds raised on 
March 20 at a programme at Mann 
Auditorium to collect money for 
local hospitals. 

Dotan, who wrote a dissenting opi- 
nion on the investigating committee, 
was expelled from the organisation 
when he said that he Intended to 
publish his conclusions if they were 
not distributed to members along 
with the majority report. 

Dotan claimed that the dis- 
appearance of the funds was not 
thoroughly investigated. 


According to the incumbent presi- 
dent of the Junior Chamber, Rafi 
Tagar, the funds were stolen from 
the car of one of the organizers of the 
event. The theft was subsequently 
reported to the police, he said. 

Tagar said that a IL20,000 donation 
had been made to Icbllov Hospital 
from the evening's proceeds and that 
what had bees stolen amounted to 
about IL3.000. Fuchs says even more 
money disappeared. 

Ejnii Capone, vice president of the 
Internationa! Junior Chamber of 
Commerce Organization and one of 
the founders of the Tel Aviv chapter^ 
said that Fuchs and Dotan were 
engaging in a vendetta against the 
organization for having been expell- 
ed from it because of unsuitable 
behaviour. 

Capone, who also participated in 
the' investigation of the entertain- 
ment evening, said the committee 
had decided that because of lack of 
experience the organizers had not 
behaved in the best organizational 
manner possible. But nothing 
criminal was discovered, he said, 
and no money had disappeared.

Passenger dies aboard El A1 flight 


Port Aviation Corre s pondent 
BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — A 
passenger on an El A1 flight to New 
York via Amsterdam died yesterday 
after the plane developed technical 
trouble. 

The passenger, W.C. Holder, from 
Texas, about 80, began to feel unwell 
when the plane was forced to drop 
altitude after the cabin pressure fell. 

Two doctors among the 
passengers examined him and 
recommended that the plane put 
down at the nearest airport. 
However, by the time the plane land- 
ed at Belgrade Airport at X p.m. 
Israel time, the passenger had died. 

’ The El Ai spokesman explained 
that the Boeing 747 was flying at the 
regulation 33,000 teet when the cap- 
tain, veteran pilot Coleman Golds- 
tein, noticed that the air pressure in 
the cabin had dropped. He Im- 
mediately took the plane down to 14,- 
000 feet, in accordance with inter- 
national regulations. 


Shortly after this he was Informed 
that one of the passengers was ill. 

Holder's widow and two friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. MacPearson, got off 
the plane at Belgrade, accom- 
panying the body of the dead 
passenger. El Al assisted them ln 
arranging a connection to the U.S. 

The plane left for Amsterdam just 
under two hours later. It flew at low 
altitude to Amsterdam, as the defect 
ln the cabin pressure had not been 
repaired. 

The company will appoint a com- 
mittee to Investigate the cause of the 
malfunction. 

A UP I report from Belgrade last 
night said passengers were asked to 
put an oxygen masks when the 
pressure fell. The mask fell off 
Holder's face and he died before the 
plane landed, according to the in- 
vestigating judge. 

Yugoslavia allowed the plane to 
make an emergency landing, though 
it has no normal diplomatic relations 
with Israel.

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UN to vote sanctions 
on South Africa today 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — The 
Western powers and the African bloc 
have agreed on a proposal for a man- 
datory arms embargo against South 
Africa, and the U.S. has signalled it 
may be ready to strike against the 
South African. economy as well. 

The 49-nation UN African group 
met on Wednesday and approved a 
Western draft resolution that had 
been revised to meet African objec- 
tions. 

The proposal la expected to 
receive the unanimous approval of 
the 15-member Security Council to- 
day. 

In Washington. Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance announced on Wednes- 
day that the U.S. will recall its com- 
mercial attache from Johannesburg 
to review American economic 
relations with South Africa. 

The U.S.. Britain and Prance on 
Monday used their veto power in the' 
Security Council to kill an African 
proposal for sweeping economic 
sanctions against South Africa. 

Vance's announcement indicated 
the U.S,, second only to Britain in the 
value of its business investment in 
South Africa, might be preparing on 
its own to impose some economic 
restrictions. 

The Africans have called for a halt 


to new investments and loans, and 
an end to credits and other official 
encouragement of trade with South 
Africa. 

Vance also announced that the 
U.S. has halted the export to South 
Africa of all equipment with a 
military potential. 

Most nations. Including the U.S., 
were already abiding by a voluntary 
arms embargo. But Vance's an- 
nouncement meant U.S. shipment of 
spare parts and such "grey-area” 
items as radar and communications 
equipment has now been barred, 
even before passage of the man- 
datory embargo on arms sales. 

Anti-apartheid critics at the UN 
contend Israel is the only govern- 
ment openly selling military equip- 
ment to South Africa. Israel declines I 
to comment on the matter. 

The draft agreed to by the two fac- 
tions on Wednesday includes two 

features demanded by the Africans: 

• It prohibits the granting of new 
arms production licences to South 
Africa and calls for a review of ex- 
isting licences. The South Africans 
currently manufacture some 
weapons under licence from Western 
firms. 

• It calls on ail nations to refrain 
from cooperating with South Africa 
in nuclear weapons development. 


Rocket destroys Rhodesian resort 


SALISBURY. — Rhodesia's most ex- 
pensive hotel was a smoking 
blackened shell yesterday after a 
rocket fired from Zambia exploded, 
engulfing the building in flames at 
Victoria Falls on Wednesday. 

The hulk of the $2. 4m. Elephant 
Hills Country Club was destroyed by 
the fire which swept through the 
thatch-roofed building. 

The military command said that 
the rocket which blasted the hotel 
was fired from Zambia, but has not 
specified whether Zambian troops or 
.black Rhodesian nationalist 
guerrillas harboured in that country 
were responsible. A hotel spokesman 
said "it was a miracle that nobody 
was killed or even injured," in the 
explosion and fire. 

The rocket hit the hotel as British 
peace emissary Lord .Carver and UN 
representative Gen. Prem Chand of 
India were conferring in Salisbury 
with Rhodesian officials, seeking a 
cease-fire in the five-year-old Rhode- 


sian guerrilla war. 

Lord Carver. Britain's resident 
commissioner-designate for 
Rhodesia, was asked yesterday by 
reporters if he was making progress. 

"Oh, yes," he replied. But he did 
not elaborate. 

Sources described the two men’s 
meetings with military commanders 
as "businesslike, frank and 
serious." There was no report on 
possible meetings with Prime 
Minister Ian Smith. (AP, Reuter) 

FFLP. — A Kuwait newspaper said 
yesterday that Somalia has turned 
down a request by the terrorist 
Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP) for the return of 
the bodies of the three hijackers kill- 
ed in the freeing of a West German 
Lufthansa plane last month. The 
PFLP had claimed In a statement 
issued in Beirut Wednesday night 
that it had had nothing to do with the 
hijack. 


South Africa 
to abolish 

‘pass books’ 

PRETORIA. — The controversial 
reference books carried by blacks 
are to be abolished and replaced by 
identity or travel documents issued 
by administrations in the tribal 
homelands, it was announced here 
yesterday. 

The announcement was made In a 
joint statement by Prime Minister 
John Vorster and leaders of seven of 
the black rural homelands after a 
meeting here. 

The recommendation has to be ap- 
proved by the South African govern- 
ment and the administrations of the 
homelands, set up under South 
Africa’s policy of racial separation 
or apartheid. 

The "pass books” — denounced as 
"slave books" by blacks — are part 
of the government's policy of 
regulating the number of blacks liv- 
ing and working In the 87 per cent of 
South Africa declared white. 

Observers see the new move as 
strengthening the homeland 
governments, which are rejected by 
militant blacks as an arm of 
apartheid. 

There was no indication, however, 
that the pass law itself would be 
repealed. That law requires blacks 
living in white areas to have jobs and 
to carry pass books signed by 
employers. 

The announcement said the new 
documents will be similar to the 
Identity documents issued to whites, 
coloureds and Asians. 

Meanwhile, South Africa has 
protested to Zambia over an armed 
clash on the South West African 
border on Wednesday. 

Major-General Jan Geldenhuys, 
commander of South African forces 
in the territory, accused Zambian 
troops of opening fire with mortars 
on a military observation post on the 
southern bank of the Zambezi River, 
near the Capri vi Strip border area. 

He denied a Zambian claim that a 
South African aircraft was shot 
down during the fighting, although 
he did say that an aJr force plane 
came under fire. - 
In Lusaka, the Zambian govern- 
ment said the battle began when the 
South Africans launched a ground- 
and-air attack, using armour, ar- 
tillery. mortars, helicopters and Jet 
fighters. (AP, Reuter) 




ATHENS. — Torrential rains swept 
through the Greek capital and its 
nearby port of Piraeus on Wednes- 
day night and early yesterday, with 
26 persons reported drowned and 
damage estimated In millions of 
dollars.

— Premier Rene 
Levesque of Quebec, in an obvious 
reference to possible separation of 
his French-speaking province from 
Canada, told French legislators on 
Wednesday that it is "more and 
more certain that a new country will 
appear soon." 

"This is a true recognition, a 
recognition of the essential that you 
accord today to the Quebec people," 
Levesque said in a speech In the 
ceremonial hall of the French 
National Assembly. 

Levesque got a triumphant 
welcome from French officialdom at 


the start of a visit surrounded by 
trappings usually reserved for heads 
of state. 

The unusual pomp — surpassing 
ceremonies planned for President 
Carter’s visit here November 29 — 
underscored France’s historical ties 
to the largest French-speaking com- 
munity outside the country. 

It followed by 10 years former 
president Charles de Gaulle's 
celebrated cry of "vive le Quebec 
libre (long live free Quebec)" which 
outraged the Canadian government 
and endeared France to secessionist- 
minded Quebec residents.

WASHINGTON. — A '‘new” form of 
life has been identified that dotes 
back to the earliest days of the 
earth's formation and is probably 
very similar to a "common 
ancestor" of all life on the planet, an 
American geneticist reported on 
Wednesday. 

It Is simpler than the two forms 
that have been long known: the 
microscopic bacteria, or lower form 
of life; ‘ and the animals and plants 
that comprise the higher farm. 

The new category of life, which 
had been classed as bacterium, is 
ideally suited to earth's primitive 
conditions. It takes in carbon diox- 
ide, hydrogen and water, and gives 
off methane, an inflammable gas 
also known as "marsh gas" and 
"coal gas." 

It exists now only in wholly 
oxygen-free environments such as 
the deep, hot springs of Yellowstone 
National Park In Wyoming, at the 
bottom of the ocean, in sewage treat- 
ment plants and in cow stomachs, 
the UHwniw University geneticist. Dr- 
Carl Woese, said in a telephone inter- 
view. 

He and his research team un- 
covered the new life form with funds 
provided by the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion and the National Science Foun- 
dation. 

Woese and other evolution experts 
have theorized that all life now on 
earth arose from a single common 
ancestor some 3.5b. to 4b. years ago, 
before the oldest known rocks were ' 
formed and while the earth was a 
hot. bubbling, gassy mass. (The

There Is no heating and even on Wednes- 
day, when the weather was quite mild, it 
was bitterly cold inside.

Itually Impossible since the children needed 
to be undressed for exercises "and we 
freeze with our clothes on.” There were 
kerosene stoves, but they could not be used 
because the lack of windows made it 
dangerous sad ‘'some of our children have 
bronchial conditions that are aggravated by 
the fumes.” 

THE ONLY quiet room for the speech 
therapist, psychologist and nurse to work in 
at Nltzanim is an upstairs bathroom, which 
has two showers and & cubby-hole with two 
wooden examination tables. As the prin- 
cipal said: "We have a choice of either giv- 
ing speech therapy, which is of vital Impor- 
tance to these children, or letting them sit In 
class in wet pants.” (Many of the children 
at Nltzanim do sot have full bowel and 
hlflririw control and they require frequent 
changing.) 

There are outdoor toilets, with a leaking 
roof. The principal said that handicapped 
children (two pupils are In wheelchairs) 
could not be taken out, undressed and 
changed In these toilets in winter. 

Menaahe Spec tor, a special-education 
counsellor from the Ministry of Education, 
comes to the school every day to work with 

teachers and children. Rut most of his time 
is wasted, be said, because “there is no 
privacy whatsoever far me to work with a 
child." The Municipality, he pointed out, 
had provided plenty of equipment, books 
and toyB. but they were all kept locked up In 


a cupboard because “there is no single quiet 
place where I can work with the children.”. 
His “room" Is also the teachers' common 
room, which la a curtalned-off annex in the 
.entrance hall . 

MS. MIZRACHI pointed out that the school 
received a National Education Prize from 
the ministry last year for performing “ex- 
emplary work under the most difficult con- 
ditions." But this had not helped them get a 
decent building, 

“We hoped that when a religious minister 
of education was appointed something 
would be done,” said Sarah Mizrachi. 
However, although the school had sent 
three telegrams to the minister, they had 
only recently had a phone call from one of 
his secretaries, who said the matter was 
“being looked Into.” The director-general of 
the ministry, Eliezer Shmuell, visited the 
school on October 16, but remarked that the 
conditions “weren't too bad.” 

Ms. Mizrachi said that, unlike the parents 
of the Noam School, who Include influential 
people such as ME David Glass, prominent 
academics and supporters of the Gush 
Emtmim movement, Nltzanim ’s parents 
were poor, helpless and inarticulate. 

Noam, whose building problems — like 
those of other schools — should have been 
handled by the Jerusalem Municipality's 
Education Department, was taken care of 
by the ministry, and given a rented, expen- 
sive new building in Givat Shaul, and the 
promise of a brand-new building next year. 

Noam, which is an independent, recogniz- 
ed school, maintains a high Intellectual 
level due to a selective admissions policy. 

MR, RON agreed that conditions at Nit- 
ganlm were very bad, but added: “They can 


be solved in a month.” After the meeting 
with Mr. Gadiah, however, he said he un- 
■ derstood that renovations would take much 
longer. 

The Municipality, he explained, had 
promised to give Nltzanim the large new 
Lapidot School building, which at the mo- 
ment houses a state religious vocational 
lachool far girls. The girls would have been 
transferred to the Amihal Boys* Vocational 
School in Katanian, which has plenty of 
room. The girls' parents, however, insisted 
on strict segregation of the sexes and the 
■Municipality still had to complete bidding 
alterations to allow for this, such as 
separate entrances and yards. 

Asked about the alleged preferential 
treatment to Noam, Mr. Ron said that he 
had not dealt with this and suggested that 
The Post turn to Mr. Shmuell (who was un- 
available for comment yesterday aa he is on 
holiday).

kindergarten teachers say 


TEL. AVIV. — Anyone who wonts to 
open a kindergarten can do so 
without a licence and without 
providing insurance or even toys — 
representatives of the Association of 
Private Kindergartens claimed at a 
press conference here this week. 

“Women call us to ask what they 
have to do to open kindergartens and 
we tell them to go to the Ministry of 
Education for a licence,” said 
Batsheva Tannenbaum, chairman of 
the association. "But then they 
phone back and say we don’t know 
what we’re talking about because 
the ministry told them to open the 
kindergarten first and afterward it 
would be Inspected to see if it meets 
licensing requirements.” 

A law requiring the licensing of 
kindergartens has been on the hooks 
since 1969 but is not enforced, she 
claimed, adding that there is also a 
lack of coordination among agencies 
involved In the licensing. “The 
Ministry of Health says we have to 
have hot water in the kindergarten to 
wash dishes, but when a man from 
the Safety and Hygiene Institute 
came he said his organization would 
not allow such a thing because It Is 
dangerous." 

The kindergarten teachers were 
also angry about a Ministry of 
Education ad, published on October 
25, distinguishing between two levels 


of kindergartens: one charging 
IL240 a month and one 11-206. 

“It made it seem as though the 
IL240 kindergarten doesn't have to 
provide a trained teacher, insurance 
or toys,” Mrs. Tannenbaum com- 
plained. “All kindergartens should 
have to provide essential services 
(including insurance, toys and a 
kindergarten teacher). 

Kindergartens which provide extras, 
such ob rhythm lessons — and which 
have been approved by the 
Ministry’s inspectors — could 
charge the higher rate.” 

The Association of Private 
Kindergartens has 700 members and 
expels those members who do not 
meet basic criteria such as having a 
teachers’ licence (or studying for 
one if not yet obtained), limiting the 
number of children In the 
kindergarten, etc. However, there 
are at least another 700 unorganized 
kindergartens In the country (many 
of them unknown to the ministry, 
and a teacher expelled from the 
association can continue to run her 
kindergarten undisturbed. 

The ministry spokesman blamed 
this on limited manpower for super- 
vision and inspection but said the 
goal is to Inspect and supervise all 
private kindergartens on a con- 
tinuing basis.

TEL AVIV. — A proposal to re-admit 
youth movements to school premises 
Was made at the Tel Aviv City Coun- 
cil here this week. 

Lecturing on municipal activities 
in slums and outlying 
neighbourhoods. Councillor Halm 
Lipkin, who holds the municipal 
slum portfolio, suggested that the 
ban on youth movement activities In 
the schools be repealed. Slum youth 
particularly, be argued, could 
benefit from the positive attitude to 
'social values, mutual help and 
Zionist Ideals Imparted by the 
movements. With the movements 
excluded from school grounds, 
Lipkin contended, many of the 
youngsters who need them most are 
ignorant about them and have no 
access to them. 

The politically-oriented youth 
movements were excluded from 
schools in the 1950's, because it was 
felt at the time that they politicized 
the atmosphere and created friction. 

Lipkin reported to the Council that 


the city had spent XL200m. last year 
on development projects in various 
neighbourhoods where about 66 per 
cent of the population resides. These 
neighbourhoods are either slums or 
outlying lower middle class areas. 
Much of the money went for the 
building of community centres, five 
of which are currently under con- 
struction In the Hatikva Quarter, 
Kiryat Shalom, Tel Kabir and two in 
Jaffa. 

These centres contain facilities for 
youth clubs, gymnasiums, swim- 
ming pools, libraries, hobby rooms 
and auditoriums for educational, 
cultural and entertainment 
programmes. 

Lipkin also informed the Council 
that 200 new apartments had been 
constructed in the AJaml and Givat 
Aliya sections of Jaffa for the Arab 
residents of those quarters. 

The Arab population of Jaffa now 
numbers 15.000 and although the city 
plans to put up 400 more new flats for 
them, their living conditions on the 
whole remain crowded and the hous- 
ing sub-standard.

Carter stated that the World 
Jewish Congress has always sought 
to promote human rights in a univer- 
sal way. ..this organization made a 
major contribution to Insuring that 
human rights became part of the 
charter of the UN as one of its three 
basic purposes, along with the 
preservation of the peace and social 
and economic progress. The prin- 
cipal authors of the universal 
declaration of human rights were 
Eleanor Roosevelt, an American 
Protestant; Charles Malik, a 
Lebanese Catholic, and Rene Cassln, 
a French Jew. Because of their work, 
'and the work of others since, no 
government can pretend that its mis- 
treatment of its own citizens is mere- 
ly an internal affair."

WASHINGTON. — Philip M. Klutz- 
nick, a former president of B'naJ 
B'rlth. will today be elected presi- 
dent of the World Jewish Congress, 
replacing Dr. Nahum Goldman, who 
is retiring after more than SO years 
as leader of the organization. 

Klutznick, 70, previously served as 
chairman of the WJC's governing 
board. 

A wealthy business leader in 
Chicago, Klutznick was one of the IS 
co-signers of the controversial 
Decembec 1975 Brookings Institution 
study on the Middle East. He has 
been very active in the American 
Jewish leadership over the years, 
and most recently was involved to an 
effort to arrange a visit to Egypt by 
prominent American Jewish leaders 
to meet President Anwar Sadat. 
That visit, however, has not yet been 
finalized, reportedly because the 
group has been unable to win a Arm 
advance commitment from Sadat 
that he would, to fact, meet the Jew- 
: toh leaders. . 

Bom In Kansas City, Missouri, 
Klutznick studied at the Universities 
of Kansas and Nebraska before 
receiving his . Doctor of 
Jurisprudence degree at Creighton 
University in 1980. Subsequently, he 
was awarded honorary degrees by 


Dropsie College, Hebrew Union 
College, Brand els University and 
Yeahiva University. 

As a public servant, Klutznick 
became nationally known when he 
was appointed by President 
Roosevelt as commissioner of the 
Federal Public Housing Authority, 
and reappointed by President 
Truman. 

In 1961, President Kennedy ap- 
pointed him U.S. representative to 
the Economic and Social Council of 
the UN, with the rank of am- 
bassador. He also served as a 
member of several delegations to the 
General Assembly and on special 
assignments here and abroad by ap- 
pointments from Presidents 
Eisenhower, Kennedy and Johnson. 
He served as a member of the 
President's Advisory Committee on 
Vietnamese Refugees by appoint- 
ment of President Ford. 

It was during his stint at the UN 
that Klutznick met Ashraf Ghorbal, 
the present Egyptian ambassador in 
Washington. Klutznick and Ghorbal 
have been meeting In an effort to 
arrange the visit to Egypt. Earlier 
this year, Klutznick hosted a 
luncheon for Ghorbal who was in 
Chicago to address the Council on 
Foreign Relations there.

The 
Story o/Basha proves that we have all the talents need- 
ed to make good films. 

MOST THRILLERS we see contain sections that are In- 
comprehensible because of dialects or because loose 
pr,rtw are not picked up. But, on the whole, we manage to 
enjoy the fltwis without bothering overmuch about the 
gaps.

Lack of manpower 
hurts cancer fight 

Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
’ The infrastructure of eancer treat- 
ment in Israel is in “danger of 
collapsing** lor lack of trained man- 
power, according to Dr. Zvi Fuchs, a 
Jerusalem cancer specialist. 

Fuchs, head of the .oncology, 
(cancerous tumors) department at 
Wn rt n aanh hospital's new cancer cen- 
tre. Hpcke on Wednesday at a press con- 
ference announcing the start of the 
Israel Cancer Association's Knock - 
on-the-Door campaign. 

' Israeli hospitals have modern 
' equipment that “can compete with 
any in the world," and the country 
has top-class scientists engaged in 
pure cancer research. However the 
hospitals and day clinics that actual- 
ly treat cancer work wltlfCO pel* cent 
»of the necessary manpower, Fuchs 
said. Few young doctors are in- 
terested In specialising in cancer 
treatment, and the overworked staff 
of the country’s cancer centres can- 
not undertake more than minimal 
clinical research — an essential part 
of any cancer programme. 

The number of cancer cases caus- 
ed by environmental factors was 
placed as high as 80 per cent by Prof . 
Marvin Pollard, a former president 
of the American Cancer Association 
now in Israel to observe the Knock- 
on-tbe-Door campaign. 

On Tuesday, schoolchildren all' 
over the country will visit homes 
asking tor donations. In Jerusalem 
alone 4,200 schoolchildren — 1,200 
from East Jerusalem — will take 
part In the project. Orga^rs of the 
campaign hope to raise HA Am. this 
year.

Japanese terrorists 
— out of Beirut

JAPANESE POLICE believe that 
the mysterious commander of the 
five Japanese Red Army members 
who hijacked a Japan Airlines plane 
to Bangladesh late last month was 
Fugako Shigeaobu, a 32-year-old 
woman also thought to have been 
responsible for plan n i n g the Lod 
massacre In 1972. 

Shlgenobu lives in Beirut, where 
Red Army headquarters are ap- 
parently located, and collaborates 
closely with the Popular Front tor 
the Liberation of Palestine. 

The latest incident, the sixth act of 
terror committed by the Red Army 
since it joined the ranks of inter- 
i national terror organisations in the 
early 1970 s, has once again focused 
interest on the group. 

According to “AaaM SWmbuti, one 
of Japan’s leading- daily newspapers, 
the Red Army has a cadre of 
members spread throughout Europe 
and the Middle East. No exact 
figures are available but the number 
is believed to be substantial. Suppor- 
ting themselves through menial 
labour, .the members wait to 
'receive assignments from Beirut. 

Bach operation Is carefully plann- 
ed.' Advance teams are sent to 
collect Information regarding the 
layout of the proposed target and the 
security measures In force, u the at- 
tack is directed against specific peo- 
ple, an artist may be sent to draw 
plcturres of the intended victims. 

Those who will be carrying out the 
attack are not Informed until the last 
moment. Once they accept an 
assignment, members are expected 
to give absolute obedience to their 
commander in Beirut. In fact, upon 
joining, members sign an oath 
stating that they are prepared to die 
for the Red Army. 

THERE ARE two ways in which the 
Red Army recruits people tor its 
terrorist activities. They may be 
selected in Japan from among the 
many Red Army sympathizers in 
radical circles and sent to the Middle 
East tor training. People without 
criminal records axe preferred since 
they are less likely to attract the 
attention of the police. Or prospec- 
tive terrorists, attracted by the ex- 
ploits of the Red Army, may come to 
Beirut on their own and apply to 
Shlgenobu for membership. 

In addition to its active 
membership, the Red Army has a 
communications network In most of 
the big cities of Europe, Southeast 
As i a and Japan. The network con- 
sists of sympathizers, usually 
respectable members of society, 
who pass on messages to their 
counterparts elsewhere. 

A single message may pass 
through several hands; even If It Is 
Intercepted It would be almost Im- 
possible to trace either the original 
sender or the ultimate destination. 
In cases of emergency, messages 
are sent In special numbered code 
via telephone or telegram. 

Shlgenobu controls all tbe 
monetary transactions from Beirut. 
But little Is known about the finances 
of the Red Army. It Is clear, how- 
ever, that the *6 million ransom paid 
tor the release of the 146 hostages in 
Bangladesh has substantially 
enriched the Red Army coffers and 
could be used for many more such 
operations. Moreover, tbe release of 
six Red Army members Imprisoned 
in Japan marka a significant 
strengthening of the terrorist ranks. 

JAPANESE POLICE feel that the 
demand tor such a large ranso m 
may he a sign of coolness In the 
relations between the Red Army and 
the Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, which until now has 
been the Red Army's main source of 
money. For reasons of its own, the 
PFLP ta no longer so eager to carry

out hijackings and thus the Red 
Army may be seeking to support 
itself. 

Another indication of a possible 
split Is the fact that the hijackers 
passionately attacked Japanese Im- 
perialism but did not espouse the 
Palestinian cause, as they have done 
In the past. However, this ta only 
speculation, for the Red Army has 
always been weak on Ideology. 

Unfortunately, while the Ideology 
of Red Army members may be con- 
fused, they have proved themselves 
only too efficient In the actual execu- 
tion of acts of terror. 

NEXT TIME the Red Army captures 
the headlines, the authorities will be 
faced again with the recurring 
dilemma: to save the hostages or 
take -a firm stand against the hi- 
jackers’ demands? 

This ta a problem with which 
Japan, like many countries in the 
West, Is currently grappling. 

Until recently, greater value was 
placed an saving human life. But the 
dramatic German rescue in 
Mogadishu of the hijacked Lufthan- 
sa Jet has led to a re-examination of 
this priority among the Japanese 
public. 

Only two weeks before the West 
German commando force carried 
out its raid, the Japanese Govern- 
ment gave in to the five Bed Army 
hijackers In Bangladesh. The 
government explained its action as 
necessary to protect .the hostages. 
The pressure of the terrorists * 
deadline and the distant location left 
them no other choice. 

IN THE WAKE of the German 
operation, however, voices were 
raised in support of strict measures 
against terrorists and public opinion 
waa divided. 

There were people like the new 
Justice minister who expressed their 
admiration for German diligence in 
pursuing law and justice. (The 
previous justice minister accepted 
responsibility for the release of the 
terrorists and resigned.) Others 
went further and called for Japan to 
take the Initiative In the war against 
terrorism. 

Some supporters of strict 
measures suggest that, the "life 
first" policy is a post-war 
phenomenon. Reacting to the war 
years when human life was treated 
lightly, the Japanese public has now 
become oversensitive to any human 
sacrifice. As a result, it is claimed, 
they merely echo the slogan "life 
first" without thinking of ail the con- 
sequences. 

But there are two main arguments 
against the hard-line position. 

First, it Is felt that the risks in- 
volved in rescuing hostages far out- 
weigh any advantage there might be 
In capturing terrorists. 

The second argument ta based on 
the fear that giving the government 
greater authority to act against 
terrorists might lead 1 to abuses of 
power and perhaps even encourage 
the rise of militarism. However, peo- 
ple are not so sure that Jt wifi be easy 
to maintain control over a speciaily- 
tralned commando force. 

ALTHOUGH tbe Japanese Govern- 
ment has not announced any change 
In Its policy of placing the interests 
of hostages above oil else, it has 
taken three anti-hijacking 
measures. These Include introducing 
new legislation for the severer 
punishment of hijackers, stricter 
security cheeks at airports, and a 
crackdown on the Red Army In 
Japan. 

At the moment, however, there 
does not seem to be sufficient sup- 
port among the Japanese public for 
daring rescue operations. And given 
Japanese prosperity and the fart 
that most Japanese do not currently 
feel threatened by acts of terrorism. 
It ta likely that the majority wlli con- 
tinue to believe that the lives of 
hostages come first.

proximity. Bible professor Mitsuru 
Nishi (Japan) and church historian 
Rodolpho Acosta (Philippines) 
spoke appreciatively of this 
phenomenon. Whatever expediency 
or co m promise . for survival may 
have motivated their constructors to 
locate the two buildings as they did. 
the professors viewed their present 
closeness as a worthwhile symbol of 
tolerance, or even as a gesture of 
friendship, despite deep differences. 

THE POSSIBLE route of the Exodus 
and wilderness . wanderings con- 
tinues to be a subject of lively in- 
terest for Christian*, and many 
Israeli Jews.' This and related 
questions raised by the Biblical 
narrative were discussed one mor- 
ning. Did the Israelites cross the 
Sinai Peninsula in the south, as 
Byzantine Christiana assumed? Or 
was the route across the centre, or in 
the north, as some contemporary 
scholars - have suggested? Were 
there; in fact, "Exodi"-u- Le., more 


ppniqsula. at -different^ 
most significant havingoeen xea oy 
Moses? 

Whatever the results of this 
research, much that was experienc- 
ed gave new insight into the Biblical 
narrative. For example, materials 
used in building the Tabernacle are 
still used today. Goat hair is still the 
best suited for tents (Ex. 36:7). The 
group discovered that acacia trees 
are the only trees that survive the 
dash floods in most of Sinai’s barren 
• wadis ; the frame* of the Tabernacle 
were made from these trees (Ex. 
26:15). When one professor spotted 
a covey of quails, he thought of the 
Almighty’s providential care for the 
Israelites, recounted in Ex. 16:18 
and Num. U:S1, S2. 

Another major factor in helping 
Father Todd’s group better to un- 
derstand the Biblical narrative was 
the contact with Beduln and their 
•life. In this respect. Ora Llpscbitz’ 
friendships and experiences proved 
invaluable. Was early Israel’s matza 
much like the unleavened bread (/- 
Hr) made one evening over the 
campfire by a Beduin of the Um- 
zalne tribe? ' 


The vital Importance in Stnai of 
water, wells, and springs made a 
growing impression as the days 
passed. Many in the group admitted 
that they would have doubtless been 
among the complalners who mur- 
mured against Moses when there 
was no water to drink. 

Moses’ striking the rock (Ex. 17:1- 
6) is a very understandable incident 
for today’s Sinai residents. At some 
points where igneous and sedimen- 
tary rocks come together, a trickle 
of water may be stopped completely 
by calcium deposits. Beduin have 
learned that If the rock is hit at the 
right point, the blockage may come 
loose and the water gush forth. 

A JOURNEY" across Sinai needs an 
able leader, and the group couldn’t 
have had a better one th«n Ora 
Lipschltz of the Hebrew University’s 
Bible Department. Since she has 
made so many tripe, few people are 
as knowledgeable and perhaps none 
as articulate In sharing the Biblical, 
archaeological, or historical 
background. 

This was no trip for those who 
were afraid of “roughing It.” The 
participants slept under the stars 
every night in sleeping bags apd on 
air mattresses which were available 
(or rental from Simor Ltd. (P.O.B. 
39039. Tel Aviv) , the host company. 
Meals were unusually well-planned, 
and dinners turned out to be 
delicious — four-course hot meals 
. served on tablecloths. 

Most people felt it -rather 
liberating to be free of tape 
recorders, radios, and telephones for 
almost a week. There was no room 
Jfor.^aretension or Jfptee mqdeaty, 
'where- people can’t bathe or afaaVe 
.Hot several days r .and where “toilet 
stops" generally meant “men to the 
right, women to the left.” Somehow, 
under the charismatic leadership of 
the extraordinary Ora, the culture 
shock of a completely different 
lifestyle became tolerable, and an 
unforgettable learning experience 
ensued. 

Modern pilgrims have the advan- 
tage of snorkdllng and skin diving 
along the Sinai coast — something 
Byzantine pilgrims ne ver e x- 
perienced. Anglican Bishop 
Casper L. Uka of the Solomon 
Islands found the coral reefs similar 
to the ones around his home Islands 
in the Pacific Ocean. But those fish! 
They were more varied and 
beautiful than be had ever seen when 
spearfishing as a boy. 

When the weary pilgrims returned 
to Jerusalem, it was with a new ap- 
preciation of the books of Exodus, 
Numbers and Deuteronomy. For 
some, the spirit "high’’ may have 
been the early morning communion 
service on Mount Sinai led by two 
African. Anglican pastors. For 
others, It was hard to pinpoint any 
one experience. 1

BEERSHEBA. — BJliahu Nawi aums 
up his recent decision not to seek a 
fourth term aa mayor of Beersheba 
by declaring that “new problems de- 
mand new leadership. ’’ 

He then adds. "I've been mayor 
tor 1-4 years. Enough. The party here 
in Beersheba never loved me. and 
that’s true now more than ever. I‘m 
not built tor political life." 

Nawi's decision came a few days 
after the local council of the Labour 
Party rejected him as its candidate 
in the upcoming municipal elections. 
Nawi received only 23 per cent of the 
ballots cast. 

But Nawi claims the council vote 
had nothing to do with his decision, 
*‘l told (party chairman) Shimon 
Peres that I would not he a candidate 
back In February,” the mayor told 
The Jerusalem Post. (Nawi does not 
recognize the council vote, which 
was rescinded by local officials at 
the request of Labour's executive. 

Nawi’s bitter experiences with 
party politics have led him to the opin- 
ion that municipal employees 

shouldn’t have to depend on the 
political system. "Politics shouldn't 
run a city. We don't make important 
policy decisions here Uke going to 
Qeneva or. settling in the 
territories," Nawi says. He also sees 
a need for a city manager to relieve 
the mayor of many administrative 
tasks. 

His run-ins with rebellious 
deputies have brought Nawi to the

conclusion that- the mayor should be 
allowed to choose his own assistants 
and not have them dictated by the 
party leadership. 

Opposition to Nawi has been 
building up In the local branch for 
many years. Local leaders claim he 
does not consult with the party on 
important municipal decisions. Sup- 
port went Instead to Nawi's deputy. 
Benzion Carmel. 

Branch secretary Dov Teodoris 
reportedly took advantage of Nawi’s 
recent trip to West Germany to 
organize the council vote on the 
mayor's candidacy for another 
term. 

Nawi first took office in Beersheba 
in 1963, when it was a small town. He 
remembers there were no signs of a 
city then — bad streets, disorderly 
schools, public buildings In im- 
provised quarters. The residents 
were poor and only one In 1.000 went 
to a university in the North, probably 
never to return to the Negev. 

Today the city of 110,000 has 
different problems — the quality of 
life, juvenile unemployment and 
delinquency, traffic congestion. 

"The city needs new leadership. 
It's good for the municipality and it’s 
good for me also." the mayor 
believes. 


Nawi wants to retire now at 57 
because he feels he would be too old 
to start a new career afterwards, if 
he served another term. 

Nawi plans to returrrto his law 
practice at the end of his term. He 
also Is interested In an offer from 
Ben-Gurion University of the Negev 
to head a special research team on 
the history of the Palestinians, es- 
pecially the relations between Jews 
and Arabs before the formation of 
the state. 

He immigrated from Iraq with his 
family in 1926. He was one of the 
founders of the Arabic radio channel 
and achieved fame among the Arab 
population as the deep-voiced 
storyteller. Daud ei-Natur. Later, In 
1957, after obtaining a law degree 
and working as a lawyer, he was 
assigned to be the South’s first per- 
manent judge, moving between 
Eilat. Ashkelon and Beersheba. 

The mayor doesn’t believe 
Beersheba should be allowed to ex- 
pand beyond control. "A city can’t 
be judged by the number of people 
who live in it," he says. ‘‘Beersheba 
should be allowed to grow to about 
150,000, and then a slowdown should 
be called, in which services should 
be expanded and surrounding Negev 
towns should receive more help."

Combining ethical values with courtesy, consideration and academic excellence 

An exceptional school for gifted teenagers 


THE VERY GIFTED adolescent in 
Israel can be described, rather 
ironically, as a deprived person. Our 
high schools cater for normal 
youngsters, or for those falling close 
to the norm. But little provision is 
made in the schools — or can be 
made, In the light of the facilities 
available — for exceptional or for 
apparently backward children. The 
latter are very well catered for by 
Youth Aliya, but nothing has been 
done as yet for the highly talented. 

As a result of this gap, a new 
college will be established 26 km. 
from Jerusalem for exceptional 
youngsters from Israel and the 
Diaspora. In the process, it is hoped, 
future community leaders in Israel 
and the far-flung Jewish outposts 
will be brought together in close un- 
derstanding and friendship. 

The college, which is to be built by 
a body called "The Jerusalem Socie- 
ty for the Advancement of Education 
and Culture," is the brain-child of 
Rabbi Herbert Friedman, formerly 
Executive Vice-President of the UJA 
and now an Israeli of several yearo’ 
standing. 

He grew increasingly concerned 
about the fact that gifted Jewish 
youngsters in the Diaspora get their 
education in exclusively non-Jewish 
schools and colleges, while their 
counterparts in Israel are growing 
up completely divorced from the 
Jewish people abroad. He took a 
bleak .look, jnto the fidqre and pa^g... 
the leaders of a generation that knew 
not .-Pharaoh splitting- ijito 
assi inflationists outside Israel and 
so-called “Canaanites" here. 

URBANIZATION in Israel has 
resulted In a swing away from the 
philosophical lead traditionally 
provided by the kibbutzim and by 
schools like Dr. Blran's Real) in 
Haifa, without anything emerging to 
replace it. So he came up with the 
idea of building a unique college 
near Jerusalem for 480 students 
between the ages of 14 and 17, half of 
them to come from this country and 
the rest from elsewhere. The college 
will he a co-educational boarding- 
school, and no day scholars will be 
accepted. The teachers will also live 
on the campus. 

During the last two years, Rabbi 
Friedman's Jerusalem Society ac- 
quired 450 dunams near Tsur 
Had&ssah in the Judean hills. Plans 
for the 50,000 sq.m, buildings were 
completed by architect Zvi Toren. 
The Society also did ah the ad- 
ministrative work needed to launch 
the project, such as getting tax ex- 
emptions from the American 
Treasury and the Israel Minister of 
Finance in respect of donations, 
enlisting the enthusiastic support of 
the Education Ministry, and ob- 
taining permits to build. 

‘Charting a course through ah the 
red tape in only two years is quite an 
achievement, " Rabbi Friedman says. 

He believes that the college will be 
ready to accept Its first 120 students 
in September 1981, upon the comple- 
tion of stage one of its development. 
Thereafter, a further 120 students 
will be accepted each year, until the 
full quote of 430 students is reached 
in 1984. 

THE GREAT English educator, 
Thomas Arnold, outlined his objec- 
tives thus: "What we must look for 
here is. first, religious and moral 
principles; secondly: gentlemanly 
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conduct; thirdly, intellectual 
ability." 

The public schools of England 
have lost tbeir glamour In recent 
decades; people scoff at 
Wellington’s claim that “the battle 
of Waterloo was won on the playing- 
fields of Eton.” Yet It is worth 
remembering that these schools 
provided distinguished political and 
military leaders, and officers who 
led men Into battle with great 
courage, for several generations. 

* It certainly seems as if Rabbi 
Friedman intends his Jerusalem 
college to produce Jewish men and 
women who combine ethical values- 
with curtesy and consideration and 
academic excellence. 

“We want to produce people aware 
of their responsibility to society as a 
whole and to the Jewish people in 
particular,” he says. “People with a 
sense of responsibility commen- 
surate with their abilities and educa- 
tion, people capable of understan- 
ding and appreciating another per- 
son’s point of view. We don't believe 
that they should scorn men who try 
to be straight and honest and well- 
mannered and kind. We will 
emphasize courteous behaviour and 
mutual trust."

not Orthodox, teaching the ethical 
and moral precepts of Judaism and a 
respect for its ritual. The Sabbath 
will be respected. There will be no of- 
ficial programme requiring travel, 
but no ban will be Imposed against 
private travel. 

AT THE SAME TIME as Jewish 
values ore taught, great emphasis 
will be placed on sport. The playing- 
fields will be extensive, patterned on 


those of English or American 
schools. Participation In sport will 
be mandatory. 

"We believe that sport builds 
character," says Rabbi Friedman. 
"Somebody has defined the sporting 
spirit as fighting without hatred: los- 
ing without bitterness; winning 
without pride. We see it exactly like 
that." 

The curriculum will be extremely 
demanding, but the pupils mil be 
assisted by tutors. "We hope to at- 
tract the best Jewish teachers in the 
world. And we will expect a great 
deal from them. They mil have to 
provide not only courses, but also tea 
hnd sympathy if needed. They will 
be father figures and mother figures. 
The language of instruction will be 
Hebrew, but we will arrange ad- 
ditional classes to help children from 
abroad whose Hebrew is weak. The 
key to our method will be flex- 
ibility." 

Compulsory courses wifi include 
certain Jewish subjects and genera) 
subjects such as English, science, 
mathematics, human and economic 
geography, art appreciation, music 
appreciation, and great books and 
ideas. Apart from these obligatory 
subjects, there will be numerous ad- 
ditional electives,. 

"'Graduates will qualify for the 
matriculation certificate in Israel', 
the CEEB in America, and "A" 
levels In England, so they can easily 
get into the Hebrew University. Ox- 
ford or Harvard. The level will be 
higher than that of the standard 
matriculation in Israel. We believe 
that they must master a core of 
humanism and science to be leaders 
in the 21st century. And of Judaism 
to be Jewish leaders." 


RABBI FRIEDMAN believes that 
four years of living together in a 
closed community will establish life- 
long ties between the youngsters, 
who should become leaders in their 
respective communities. "I visualize 
our graduates becoming mayors of 
Manchester and Rash Pinna, and 
keeping in close contact with each 
other." he says. 

He knows that charges of trying to 
create an elite and of snobbery will 
be levelled against his college by the 
uninformed, and he Is prepared to 
meet the challenge head on. 

“Every society has a responsibili- 
ty to educate its young in two ways. 
First, it must provide education on 
the broadest possible level tor all 
children. Israel has certainly done 
its best to meet this obligation. But 
there is a second obligation — to help 
children to develop their abilities to 
the full. Because of the pressures on 
Israeli education, this obligation has 
not been met, through no fault of the 
people responsible, in regard to the 
exceptional students. 

"In our college we will have one 
overriding principle. No child — I 
repeat and emphasize this — not one 
single child will be turned away 
because of inability to pay fees. 
Parents who can afford It will pay in 
full: those who can pay part of the 
fees will do so; those who cannot pay 
anything will be totally exempt. The 
only test wifi be ability. 

,_‘.'This means tiiat^we haveto raise 
"money for {wo'fype«rolr prog/SfaYW : 
a building fund and a massivajui- 
dowment fund. It is going to tStte 
millions. But I have no doubt that we 
can raise the money. So I don't see 
where snobbery comes Into it. An 
elite? Perhaps — in the best sense of 
that word. I see nothing wrong with 
training youngsters to believe in 
noblesse oblige, in fulfilling their 
obligations to their society and their 
nation and their people."

Wilson: ‘Only a 


backbencher’ 


Insisting that he had no official function during his 
just-concluded visit, Sir Harold Wilson talks with 
MARK SEGAL. 


SIR HAROLD Wilson — who left 
Israel this week, after his fourth visit. 
— denied that.be carried any kind of 
message between London and 
Jerusalem — “I’m only a 
backbencher," he said. He hadn't 
been asked to do so by his successor 
at 10 Downing Street, Premier 
James Callaghan, and he was not 
taking back any message from 
Premier Begin, whom he had met 
for the first time. "I have come to 
listen. I have brought no new ideas," 

Sir Harold told The Jerusalem Post 
In an Interview. “I come as an 
observer. I come as an old friend of 
Israel." 

The former prime minister — who 
came to receive a Weizmann 
Institute honorary degree — had a 
packed schedule; he met Begin, 
Foreign Minister Moahe Dayan and 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres as well as his old comrade, 
Golda Meir. (Our hurried Interview, 
at the R&mat Gan residence of 
British Ambassador John Mason, 
ended in time for Sir Harold to at- 
tend a dinner party where the guests 
Included Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tam lr, the Ebans, Foreign Ministry 
Director-General Ephraim Evron 
and the Knesset Clerk, Netanai 
Lorch.) 

His meeting with Golda was for 
him an emotional experience. He 
found the former prime minister 
busy preparing for her upcoming 
U.S. trip, and "rather sombre and 
very worried about the situation." 
He chuckled as we recalled the great 
furor caused by the Arabs back In 
1974, over the newsphoto of him kiss- 
ing Golda on the cheek at a Socialist 
International summit. He would 
divulge no details of his conversation 
with her, or with any of the other 
leaders, and would say only: ”1 
listened closely to them, and they 
spoke frankly to me.” 

Asked about a message from 


Begin to Callaghan, he said; 
"Premier Begin Is coming to London 
in three weeks' time, and he Is a very 
articulate man. He can speak for 
himself." 

Sir Harold also discounted 
speculation that Begin 's reception in 
Britain might be less than friendly. 
"I think he will be well received. 
After all Britain Is earnestly in- 
terested In helping find a solution to 
the problems of this region,” he 
declared. But there could be hostile 

anti -Begin demonstrations : "We all 
get demonstrations in London. They 
are mainly about domestic issues. 
We have a lot of Trots (Trotskyites) 
in Britain and they do demonstrate a 
great deal ... A lot of the extreme left 
are pro-Arab — usually for the 
rather wild Arabs, I would say.” 

Understandably, Sir Harold was 
not ready to express any opinion on 
the government's new economic 
policies. "I will say, though, that the 
whole world will be closely watching 
how they develop." Speaking as “a 
reformed economist," the former 
British Premier preferred not to dis- 
cuss whether an entirely free 
economy was viable in the com- 
plicated economic structure of the 
Western industrialised countries. 
However, he did note that In the mix- 
ed economy prevailing in Britain, 
private and state sectors coexist.

ON THE Middle East, Sir Harold 
felt all concerned parties were com- 
mitted to getting the Geneva con- 
ference going, but thought that the 
real discussions would have to be 
bilateral. He said he would "not be 
ready to bet" that the conference 
would meet this year or even get off 
Ithe ground. 

We discussed the constant attempt 
to re-interpret UN Resolution 242. Sir 
Harold spoke authoritatively, - os 
head of the British government that 
drafted and tabled the resolution. 


But he stressed that 242 must be 
taken together with Resolution 838. 
Dealing very carefully with 
questions about the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s policy, Sir Harold re- 
jected the notion that PLO accep- 
tance of 242 In Itself constituted 
recognition of Israel. 

No, the former British premier did 
not detect any shift In his country’s 
Middle East policy under his 
successor. Nor did he see any really 
effective role for the European 
Economic Community, including the 
UK, in the Middle East peace- 
making process. He was more con- 
vinced than ever that the only way to 
tackle the region's problems was via 
direct negotiations between Israel 
and the Arab states. "Only Israel 
and her neighbours can really tackle 
the area’s problems. Geneva Is both 
an umbrella and a venue. True, the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union have a 
special role as a co-chairman, but at 
the end of the day, the solution must 
be sought by bilateral means. 1 ' The 
EEC’s role, and that of Britain, is of 
a well-wisher "expressing our 
greatest hope for the success of the 
venture." 

Wilson has not detected any 
decline In his Labour Party’s sup- 
port for Israel since the Likud 
assumed power, declaring that 


Israel’s friends in Britain, whether 
In the Labour or the Conservative 
parties, believe that Israel was en- 
titled to elect whichever government 
the people thought best. 
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SINCE HIS MOVE to the back 
benches. Sir Harold has devoted 
more time to the affairs of the 
Socialist International, of which he is 
a vice-president. He noted that the 
Socialist International Bureau now 
has before it a memorandum “which 
some consider pro- Arab.” Chairman 
of the sub-committee which drafted 
the memo was Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky — “who so one could 
describe as a passionate friend of 
Israel," Wilson noted drily. 

Sir Harold’s special relationship 
with Israel started in 1946 when he 
was the youngest member of the 
Attlee Cabinet (as president of the 
Board of Trade), and the late 
Aneurin Sevan Introduced him to 
Zionism. “When you ask an 
Englishman when was his first con- 
tact with Israel, he will tell you thait 
It was during Bible class at Sunday 
'school.” 

Other questions he fended off with 
"I am. only an ordinary back- 
bencher.” Sir Harold found it a bit 
exasperating that he was expected to 
be knowledgeable about most sub- 
jects. Turning to Ambassdor Mason, 
he recalled how former Conser- 
vative Premier Sir Harold Mac- 
millan “warned me that because you 
have been Prime Minister, people 
think you ought to know everything 
that is taking place.” 

Before we parted, Sir Harold put In 
a plug for his new book coming out 
next week: “A Prime Minister on 
Prime Ministers," parallel to the 
start of his series of TV Interviews on 
the subject with David Frost. 


...WHEN THE Balfour Declaration 
and the subsequent Mandate of the 
League of Nations laid down that a 
National Home was to be established, 
for our people In Palestine, 90 per 
cent of its inhabitants were Arabs, 
and the consent of the local popula- 
tion was not asked, nor is it likely 
that it would have bees obtained ; but 
in view of "the historical connection 
of the Jewish people with Palestine" 
(which is explicitly recognized in the 
Mandate), there. was no more need 
to ask the local Arabs whether they 
agreed to our enterin g Palestine, 
than there was to ask us whether we 
agreed to their remaining In the 
country. The case of Jews rehearing 
to Eretz Ylsrael la absolutely 
different from that, say, of aliens 
wishing to settle In the U.S. We enter 
Palestine by right and not on suf- 
ferance. 

The declaration in favour of the 
Jewish National Home in Palestine 
was naturally coupled with a 
guarantee for the “civil and 
religious rights" of the non-Jews in 
the country; there was to be absolute 
equality of individual rights between 
Jews and Arabs. 

Still, as far as political "group 
rights” were concerned, there can 
be no doubt that the picture in the 
minds of those who drafted the 
Balfour Declaration and the Man- 
date was that of a Jewish Com- 
monwealth in Palestine.' Palestine 
was to be a Jewish state In which the 
Arabs would enjoy the fullest civil 
and cultural rights; but for the ex- 
pression of their own national in- 
dividuality in terms of statehood 
they were to turn to the surrounding 
Arab countries — Syria, Iraq, Hejaz, 
etc.. — a position shared by 
fragments of even the most powerful 
and highly civilized European 
nations. 


One of ' th^ : clearest 
statements oT basic Zionist 
principles, particularly with 
regard to the Arab : ini » 
habitants of Palestine, is con* 
tabled in a letter from. Dr.- 
.Chaim Weizmann to James 
Marshall, son of Lottis- 
Marshall who had helped 
Weizmann establish the 
enlarged Jewish Agency. 
Dated January 17, 1930, the 
letter is a reply to Marshall’s 
plea for “self-government” 
fn order to keep the 
pathy of welf- 
Americans. 

Extensive excerpts from 
the letter follow:

thoughts which run in the customary 
grooves cut across and undermine 
the foundations of that thing to come, 
our National Home .in Palestine. 
While we accept the principle of 
equality between Jews and Arabs in 
the future Palestinian State, the' 
Arabs press for haying that state 
constituted Immediately, because 
circumstances would enable them 
now to distort it into an Arab domi- 
nion from which no path would lead 
back to real equality. 


..NOW WE SHOULD be content 
with a bl-national state, provided it 
was truly bi-national. But once the 
firm ground of the Jewish state was 
abandoned, the picture became 
blurred; the idea of a Jewish state 
could be easily understood, just as 
the meaning of the status quo — a 
cancelling of the Balfour Declara- 
tion and Mandate — would require 
no interpretation. 

But equality In rights between 
partners as yet very unequal in 
numbers requires careful thought 
and constant watching. Palestine is 
to be shared by two nations; one 1s 
there already in full strength, while 
of the other so far a mere vanguard 
has reached ft. The Arabs are the 
beati possidentes, while we have to 
defend the rights of -those qid ont 
tou jours tort. The force of inertia 
works in favour of the Arabs, and 
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8ECURTTY, not ideology, la the cor- 
nerstone of the Land of Israel Move- 
ment, which this week marked its 
tenth anniversary with a mass rally 
at Jerusalem's Btnyenef Ha'ooma. 

■And the movement is deliberately 
non-partisan, -explained Zvi Shlloah, 
the chairman of its executive. In a 
recent Interview. “We do not deal 
with economic, cultural, moral or 
any of the other issues on which a 
political party must take a stand. 
One of our most active members 
shares Yitzhak Ben-Aharon's belief 
In a stringently controlled economy: 
another favours a laissez fairs 
economic policy. We are concerned 
only that the State of Israel lives In 
the reality around It/’ 

Not all of the country's political 
leaders always seem to be aware of 
that reality, Shlloah believes. Not 
even David Ben-Gurion, who Shlloah 
followed out of Mapal Into Rafl In the 
mld-1960's. 

On the eve of the Six-Day War, ac- 
cording to Shlloah, Ben-Gurlon ad- 
vocated a military strategy based on 
his 1956 Operati'on Kadeah 
masterstroke. He advised Yitzhak 
Rabin, then the chief of staff, to seek 
an air umbrella from the Americans 
before moving Into Sinai. 

But, Shlloah .says, Moahe Dayan 
"was more in touch with realities. 
He knew war was Inevitable. He was 
aware that he could not follow his 
teacher's advice, so he simply found 
no time to go and see him. Ben- 
Gurlon, of course, was offended.” 


League of Nations Mandate to Great 
Britain. "While they were emotional 
on the issue of the West Bank," he 
said, “they seemed to be cold to the 
Sinai." And Sinai, according to 
Shlloah. is as Important to Israel’s 
future as Judea and Samaria. 
Moreover, it presents demographic 
problems, since it is practically un- 
inhabited. The same, he says, is true 
of the Golan. 

In the National Religious Party, 
the younger generation took up the 
"Promised Land" slogan as a battle 
cry against the old leadership, under 
the late Moahe* Halm Shapiro. And 
Shmuel Tamlr, now the minister of 
justice, at. the time coined the 
phrase: “A liberated area will not be 
returned." 

In those hectic weeks following the 
Six Day War, newspapers carried 
many advertisements, paid for by 


THE BENEFITS of whatever 
philanthropic work we have under- 
taken — .and vast sums have , been 
spent on it — were open to Jews and 
Arabs alike, and it depended only on 
the atmImi themselves whether they 
chose to partake in its benefits. 

- In fact, all the Arab abjections to 
whatwe have done in Palestine dur- 
ing the last ten years, ultimately boil 
down to one single thing; that we 
have come, are coming, and mean to 
come in increasing numbers. In 1848 
a leading Italian said to the 
Austrians: ."We do not ask you to 
govern us well, but to go.” The 
Arabs, when they speak, out the 
truth, say to us: “We do not ask you 
to deal fairly with us, but not to 
come”; a nd so l ong as they do not 
-bolster ' up that - demand by men- 
dacious allegations of wron gs Buf- 
fered at our hands, I both un- 
derstand and honour their point of 

view. 

Whoever thinks that oar claim to a 
National Home — to one spot on the 
face of the earth — Is unjustified, 
that we alone among an nations 
must forever be wanderers, driven 
out from one land, refused access to 
another, and despised and treated as 
inferiors where we remain; whoever 
thinks that the Mandate was a mis- 
take mH an injustice to the Palesti- 
nian 4rah«, let him say so. If any 
Jews feel that way, let them say so 
too. All I can say to people who have 
suddenly been converted to that view 
is that In honesty they should have 
thought of that 12 years ago, before 
so many hopes were raised, so many 
■acHficerfiffiade, and so zntzfehi&Btitef' 


.spent on what we have thought, and 
the ' world 'Has acknowledged, to "be 


an honourable and just Ideal. 

If, on the other hand, our right to a 
National Home is acknowledged, 
such acknowledgement must not be 
hypocritical lip-worahip. If we enter 
Palestine, we cannot live In the air. 
or on air; we must have firm ground 
tmder our feet, and no one must 
grudge us the ground. Where the Jew 
is to build his farm, grow his wheat, 
and plant his trees, the Arab cannot 
do the same thing at the same time. 
Our presence In Palestine must be 
judged by the same standards as the 
presence of the Arabs; that is the 
meaning of a National Home, as dis- 
tinct from a land of immigration. A

IN THE POST-WAR period, the late 
Premier Levi Esbkol "found himself 
jammed between the activists of 
Rafl (who had entered the National 
Unity Government and the re-unified 
Labour Party) and Ahdut Ha’avoda.

Jerusalem Pest Knesset Report e r 

The Knesset tMs week app ro ve d 
the government's Intention to 
abolish the special department 
responsible for Importing "vital 
basic" commodities and turn the 
operation over to private importers. 

The vote came after a generally 
desultory two-hour debate, which 
moat speakers, from both the coali- 
tion and opposition agreed was 
pointless, since the matter was only 
being studied and there were as yet 
no details about implementation. 

As the Democratic Movement for 
Change's Mordechai Wlrshubaki put 
it In an interjection early In the 
debate. "What's this discussion all 
about? What we're talking about is 
not merely an egg that hasn't hatch- 
ed but a 'hen that last even 
pregnant! *' On which the 
Alignment's Haim Bar-Lev com- 
mented: “For your information, 
hens are in a constant state of 
pregnancy." 

The matter had been placed on the 
agenda earlier in the present 
Knesset's term on a motion by 
Moshe Amar (Allgnment-Kapam). 
Industry, Commerce and Tourism 
•anwfatAT. Vlgal Hurvitx. had agreed 
to a discussion in the plenary. 

Attacking what he called the "li- 
quidationlst tendencies" of the 


; Policy, Amar pointed to the main 
reasons for the centralization of the 
. importation of vital commodities in 
a government body. These were: to 
guarantee continuous supply, 
relative stability of prices, the 
economy's readiness for emergency, 
and judicious distribution of our 
foreign purchases among different 
countries. All would not be possi- 
ble, be said, if the operation were 
scattered among private en- 
trepreneurs. 

The commodities he listed were 
Vfheat. white sugar, frozen meat and 
poultry, legumes, soya oil, and 
fodder grains. 

Turning the operation over to 
private hands would he like turning 
over to them the nation's weapons 
acquisition operation — "and ail in 
the name of the free trade prin- 
ciple," Amar said. 

In his reply at the end of the 
debate, Hurvitz said the government 
was aware of the dangers Amar and 
other speakers had pointed to, and 
safeguards would be provided. 
However, It was high time to 
"remove the government as an 
abrasive factor” in the economy. It 
was also high time for the opposition 
to stop speaking of profit as a dis- 
grace. "I say that profit is wonderful 
. and toss is a disgrace," the minister 
. declared^.. .... 




Dollar drops 
only one agora 

The sale of foreign currency by the 
public continued yesterday, and, as 
a result of purchases by the Bank of 
Israel, there was practically no fall 
in the value of the dollar. 

An insignificant decline of one 
agora per dollar was due mainly to 
the fall of the dollar in international 
markets and had nothing to do with 
transactions in foreign currency 
here. 

The bonks bought and sold foreign 
currency at rates that differed 
slightly from bank to bank. The 
margin between buying and seUlng 
rates were also different, but ranged 
between 26 and 81 agorot — 1.7-2.0 
per cent. 

This margin has been criticized by 
the Bank of Israel as excessive by 
comparison with what is customary 
in other countries. The conventional 
margin on cash transactions la l per 
cent, and that cm transfers — 0.5 per 
cent. 


Carmel strike ends 

HAIFA. — The nearly 400 workers of 
the Carmel Containers' Plant, which 
makes cardboard boxes for farm ex- 
ports. ended their ten-day strike last 
night. They resumed work at once on 
the night shift. 

The labour council spokesman 
said the workers accepted the coun- 
cil's original proposal for settling the 
dispute on how to divide the three 
daily shifts and how to pay for over- 
time. 
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Int i reinsurance 
conference here 

TEL AVIV. — More than one.hun- 
dred Insurance experts from 14 coun- 
tries, including the U.S., are here 
now for the international symposium, 
sponsored by the Israel Reinsurance 
Company on the occasion of its 25th 
anniversary. 

The chairman of the local rein- 
surance company, J. Gruengard, 
(managing director of Mlgdal- 
Binyan), paid tribute to the role 
played by the Nederland Rein- 
surance company in advising the 
local company. The Dutch company 
is headed by Dr. E. J. Slager. 

Israel ■Reinsurance, which is own- 
ed by 20 local companies, reports a 
44 per cent increase in gross 
premiums (to ILlSSm.) in 2976 as 
compared to 1975. Of this income, the 
growth in premiums front abroad 
was 56 per cent and that from within 
the country 34 per cent. 

The profits -of Israel Reinsurance 
In 3978 were IL12.5m before taxes, 
compared to only IL8.2m. the. 
previous year. The net profit in 1978 
was IL5m., compared to HA.6m the 
year before.

Bus, taxi fares up next week 


Bus fares will go up 15 per cent by 
next Thursday and taxi fares will

But there may be 
rough going ahead since part of the 
cost of the improvements will have 
to be borne by the employers; 
besides, the Likud government's 
economic experts have their own 
ideas about retirement funding — 
ideas not necessarily almflqr to- those 
held by the Histadrut. 

But first, a quick' glance at this 
country's pension.' setup. Though 
Israel's commercial banks sponsor 
attractive retirement schemes for 
the self-employed, contributory — 
and noncontributory — pension 
funds for salaried workers — all 
seven in existence — belong to the 
Histadrut. But you need not be a 
member of Histadrut to join one of 
the seven funds. 

So far, about 700.000 Israeli 
workers have Joined up. For the 200,- 
000 or so civil servants and 
employees of semi-official 
organisations — such as the Jewish 
Agency. Jewish National Fund and 
other bodies In the “public sector'* — 
membership to the funds is free. 

"In Israel as In many other coun- 
tries," notes VUan, "the taxpayers 
to effect pay the civil servants’ pen- 
sion contributions for them." 

Other workers contribute to their 
pension funds out of their wages, 
with their employers either 
matching the payment or more than 
doubling it. 

Membership in a fund entitles a 
worker, upon retirement, to either a 
"baste" pension or a "comprehen- 
sive'' one. In the former, the worker 
pays to five per cent of his wages 
while the boss kicks in a similar 
amount. 

The "comprehensive" pension 
arrangement — "basic" pension 
retirement pay plus life and disabili- 


ty insurance — calls for a different 
pay-to ratio. Here the employee still 
pays five per cent. But the employer 
contributes os amount equal to 13 
per cent of the wages he pays the 
worker. The type of pension you can 
.look forward to depends cm the work 
agreement negotiated by your union 
or staff committee. 

VUan says that only a quarter of 
the 500,000 pension-covered workers 
in the non-public and non -Civil Ser- 
vice sector have the more limited, 
■ 'baric'’ pension coverage, "But our 
Trade Unions Department will con- 
tinue its struggle to get all Israeli 
workers covered by comprehensive 
pension plans." 

Ideally, retirement payments 
should start coming in when a 
worker lays down his tools after 3S 
years of productive toll. The level of 
retirement "wages” should be 70 per 
cent of his "last" pay cheque. 

Actually, it is not really the "last" 
pay cheque that determines a man’s 
future benefits, but a wage average 
calculated in a special way. 

The 70 per cent figure Is almost un- 
iversal, it seems. It is based on the 
premise that by the time a man I or 
woman) retires the children are 
married and more-or-less self- 
supporting. Therefore, the pensioner 
is probably able to live on his last in- 
come minus 30 per cent. 

“In Israel," says Vilan. "very few 
pensioners — only 14 per cent of 
them — enjoy a retirement Income 
amounting to 70 per cent of their last 
working wages. First of all, many 
have not been in a pension fund the 
entire 35 working years. But, even 
more Important — the base for 
calculating pensions Is downright 
unrealistic."

A “WORKING PAPER" setting- out the procedures to be 
adopted in reconvening the Geneva peace conference was 
agreed upon between the foreign ministers of Israel and the U.S. 
some lour weeks ago. Within days. It was unanimously ratified 
by the Israel Cabinet. 

The document, it may be recalled, embodied some far- 
reaching concessions on Jerusalem's part. Consenting to dis* 
cuss the future of the West Bank not with Jordan alone but with 
a mixed group including Egypt and the Palestinians — and how 
make certain that these were not PLO operatives In disguise? — 

' would have been exceedingly hard for any Israel administra- 
tion. For a regime that insists on calling that area by Its biblical 
designation Of Judea and Samaria, the decision must have been 
downright painful. 

What induced Mr. Begin 's government to swallow that com- 
promise formula was, very simply, intense American pressure, 
'which threatened to burst into a full scale confrontation. 

in ms address to the World Jewish Congress In Washington on 
Wednesday night, President Carter heaped praise on Israel for 
taking that "positive and very constructive step.” There was, 
however, barely a suggestion in his careful, even-handed 
restatement of U.S. policy that he was displeased with Arab 
procrastination over a reply to the working paper. 

The matter, it is true, is now under discussion among the Arab 
states which represent a diversity of -interests and viewpoints. 
But the inordinate delay reflects not merely the difficulty of ob- 
taining an Arab consensus, but also, perhaps mainly, the strong 
opposition of all the Arab parties concerned, “extremist” and 
“moderate" alike, to the existing Amerlcan-Israel understand- 


Mr. Carter sought to turn a blind eye to Arab obduracy by 
' speaking of an agreement that had been reached "on certain 
procedural arrangements.” 

The President went out of his way to acclaim the progress of 
Israel's neighbours from the old intransigence to the accep- 
tance of “Israel’s status as a nation.” Now for the first time, he 
claimed, they are prepared to engage in face-to-face 
negotiations with Israel about real peace, and they no longer 
dispute Israel's right to live wi thin secure and recognized 
borders. 

The assertion was puzzling, since the Geneva conference had 
formally opened as long ago as December 1973. It was also sur- 
prising. coming but 10 days after Egypt’s President, a moderate 
by Arab standards, made crystal clear what he understood by 
face-to-face negotiations for real peace. 

Arab demands for Israel's withdrawal to the old armistice 
Uses, and the establishment of an Independent Palestinian 
state, were not negotiable, Sadat said. Should Israel reject 
them, it would be forcibly “cut down to size.” 

Presumably the situation would be different if Israel were to 
accept the demands on withdrawal and the Palestinians — 
which includes return to what Sadat daintily called ‘‘their 
homes in what is now Israel.” Then, and only then, Israel could, 
as he had suggested before, be entitled to live In peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries. “In peace,” of course, 
means merely "without war.” 

President Carter must be well aware of all this. Otherwise, he 
would not have called on some unnamed “others” to match 
Israel's declared willingness to treat all Issues as negotiable. 
But he must consider it impolitic to name those "others,” for 
fear they might be offended, with dire results. 

Israelis,' regardless of political persuasion, will object that 
this is ill-advised and not even, so to speak, even-handed. In so 
proposing, they need not for one moment doubt the sincerity of 
Mr. Carter’s expression of pride in the fact that America is 
“Israel's firm friend and closest partner." 


Buma’s blunder 


THE OWNER-MANAGER of Iscar Ltd. of Nahariya, Stef 
Wertheimer, MK, has done the unforgivable: he has promised 
his workers — who never once went on strike during the 25 years 
of the enterprise — a one-time pay increase. His purpose is to 
soften the impact of the massive price Increases resulting from 
the new economic policy, which he happens to support. 

For this bold exercise of individual initiative, Mr. Wertheimer 
has been punished with Immediate suspension from the 
Manufacturers' Association. It is safe to predict that the 
attempted excommunication will not hurt Mr. Wertheimer 
greatly, and may boomerang against the Association. 

Before taking its panicky step, the Manufacturers Association 
might have asked itself some useful questions. 

Does it intend to set up a stone wall of resistance to all wage 
adjustments, however appropriate they may be? And will it 
lead the applause if the HIstadrut expels workers who have 
refused to join In a protest strike^ or who have accepted lower 
wages? 

The President of the Association, Avrah&m (“Buma”) Shavit, 
has hitherto kept aloof from political controversy. He has 
defended the interests of his colleagues In industry, which is his 
obligation. On many occasions in the past, whenever he saw fit, 
he has also ranged himself on the side of industrial labour. 

It is highly regrettable that Mr. Shavit has now lent his not in- 
considerable prestige to a move that has unwelcome im- 
plications, both economically and politically. 

Economically, it may end up driving the country into even 
sharper deflation than the architects of the new policy had in 
mind. Politically, it is liable to sharply raise the tone of a con- 
troversy that has already reached high enough stridency in the 
Prime Minister's bracketing, Wednesday night, of the internal 
opposition with the country's foreign enemies.

Government ‘of the poor* by the rich, for the rich’ 
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THE MEANING and Impact of a 
new policy usually con be judged 
fairly well by the Identity of its op- 
ponents. the Interests they repre- 
sent, and the volume of their 
protests. It has, in fact, for long been 
a cynical rule among the technocrats 
that the more general and the louder 
the outcry against a given policy, the 
better must It be for the nation as a 
whole. 

False as the rule Is — since It 
merely reflects the bureaucrats' 
Identification of their own per- 
suasions- with the common weal — it 
may also serve as a working 
yardstick for a first clarification of 
the intent and purpose of Mr. 
Ehrlich’s new policy. But before we 
ask who objects most loudly and 
why, we must ask whether the new 
policy’s objectives are quite clear. 
Judging by Mr. Ehrlich's defence of 
the policy in the first days, this does 
not seem to be the case. 

Perhaps unintentionally, but cer- 
tainly not without usefulness for its 
architects, the reform's dramatic 
but secondary effects have attracted 
the greatest public attention* Its 
main thrust is thereby hidden. For 
neither the new freedom to keep 
53.000 In one's pocket, nor tbe abolition 
of the travel tax — and not even the 
floating of the Israeli pound and 
various other frills of the new policy 
— is at the heart of tbe matter. 

The central pillar of the new policy 
is the unification of the exchange 
irate, through the elimination of the 
export Incentives. In order not to 
hurt exporters too much, this re- 
quired a 'massive nominal devalua- 
tion — sufficient to Include the 
former export Incentives and to 
leave something over, if possible. 
The necessary result was that all 
owners of foreign currency assets, 
and all recipients of foreign curren- 
cy income were given a huge wind- 
fall, and that the devaluation was 
much higher with respect to imports 
than to exports. 


The new economic policy has 
put the whole burden of the 
reform on wage earners, writes 
MEIR MERHAV. In this 
analysis, he urges immediate ad- 


justments to facilitate. t^ 
growth of exports and the 
economy, and to limit the profits 
reaped by the affluent* • 


the current devaluation has given lit- 
tle, if anything, to exports. 

Mr. Ehrlich repeatedly has said 
his reform is designed to revive 
economic growth. But the massive 
re-distribution of Income and wealth, 
which characterizes this unconven- 
tional devaluation even more Him a 
conventional one, has been accom- 
panied by other measures that rein- 
force this effect. Chief among these 
are the Increase in the Value Added 
Tax — which, although proportional 
In theory. Is regressive In fact — 
together with a purchase tax redac- 
tion unlikely to be passed on to the 
final consumer. 

The first effect of the reform, 
therefore, is a drastic lowering of the 
working population's living stan- 
dards. In terms of over-all economic 
growth, the massive shift of purchas- 
ing power from the working popula- 
tion to owners of property and finan- 
cial assets Is not only unlikely to 
make up for the contraction of in- 
come, output and employment; it 
also will change the composition of 
output and consumption. All too 
often forgotten Is the fact that rich 
and poor do not consume the same 
things — 'and the expected changes 
are likely to he in directions which, 
to say the least, are not of first 
priority from the national viewpoint. 


IT IS FAIR to conclude from Mr. 
Ehrlich’s public statements in re- 
cent days that he Is either not quite 
clear In his own mind whether the 
new economic policy is intended to 
be sharply deflationary or, if he is 
clear about it, that he Is obscuring 
this effect. For evidently. If the 
policy is carried out as intended, it 
must be more deflationary than a 
conventional devaluation. 

The great difference between a 
conventional devaluation and the 
present one is that the former boosts 
exports — assuming that there is Idle 
exportable capacity, which itself has 
been a serious question in Israel, in 
at least the last two years — as it 
curtails imports and import- 
containing domestic production. But 


BEFORE WE DISCUSS the 
strongest opposition to the new 
policy — that of labour — it may be 
useful to have a look at the 
vociferous protests of some other 
groups hurt by it. 

One of the first protests was, not 
surprisingly, voiced by the 
chambers of commerce, who ob- 
jected to the imposition of the levy on 
inventories. Their complaint was 
that the levy will wipe out their in- 
flationary gains, and thus cause im- 
ports to shrink. This, of course, is the 
whole point of a devaluation. But 
even more interesting was a further 
demand they presented to Indujstry 
and Commerce Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vitz. They wanted a licensing system 
for importers, to prevent 
“Irresponsible elements” from 
crowding into their business. 

The demand is interesting, 
because an attempt to increase the 
monopolization of the Import 
business points to what the new 
policy is likely to do in general, even 


without any artificial bolstering of 
- monopoly positions through licences.’ 
It will lead to higher business con- 
centration, to more cartels and 
monopolies. The fittest wifi survive 
— or those who survive will have 
proved that they are the fittest. 

The second most important group 
of pcckgt-cona clentlouB objectors were 
the exporters. * Their complaints 
would have been understandable, 
even if they bad in the past really 
received only ILI3J0 per dollar. Tbe 
rise in costs would have wiped out 
the small nominal gain from the 
devaluation. But the elimination at 
export incentives has sprayed a 
powerful insecticide onto -the 
woodwork of the entire structure, of 
the pre-existing system, .with tbe 
result that all the worms of under- 
the-counter benefits and subterfuges' 
came crawling out. 

All of a sudden. It became clear 
that many exporters had received 
more than the present IL15 per 
dollar, and that they will now be 
losers unless the pound sinks 
further. This, of course, is what is 
likely to happen. And this points to 
another, mistaken belief, which Mr. 
Erhlich has done his best to foster. - 
For the Finance Minister has 
presented his policy as an attempt to 
stabilize the economy, as a four de 
farce Intended to halt inflation and 
lead the economy back to the path of 
recovery. Yet there can be little 
doubt that the exporters — rightly 
the economy's favourite sons — will 
have their way and that the Israeli 
pound will, sooner rather than later, 
sink below its present rate. 

This will happen even if the Bank 
of Israel maintains a pristine non- 
intervention and retrains from buy- 
ing dollars to let the pound sink. For 
if exports become u n profitable, they 
will shrink; with fewer dollars being 
offered, the value of the pound will 
fan. Far from having arrived at a 
halt to Inflation, therefore, we faice a 
new process of creeping devaluation. 


THE DIFFERENCE between the 
old and the new system of creeping 
devaluation is that while the former 
was directly visible and attributable 
. to the Government, the latter will be 
hidden from view, will appear to be 
the result of untrammelled market* 
forces and, instead of being monthly, 
wUl be daily.

1. Telegrams are not delivered to 
my home address but to my post of- 
fice box, along with ordinary mail. 
Why does the post office not either 
deUver cables to addressees or at 
least ring them up informing them of 
contents? Senders after all pay for 
speedy transmission and special 
delivery. 

2. Delay and loss of mail Is ex- 
perienced not only during and after 
the Jewish holidays. It is particular- 
ly bad in July-August when most of 
the postal staff is on leave and 
replaced by secondary school 
children. The result, or at least part 
of the story, was published in tbe 
press last summer. What you get 
then is a three-four month period of 
irregularities — from early July till 
October. A change in the leave- 
system at the post office and in the 
selection or training and supervision 
of replacements would perhaps help 
to solve part of the problem.

THIS LEADS us to the strongest op- 
position to the new policy — that of 
labour.
